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Message  From  the  Chairman 
To  the  Honourable  Gary  G.  Mar 
Minister  of  Community  Development 

Sir: 

In  order  to  create  greater  government  efficiencies,  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  and  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife 
Foundation  have  become  the  Alberta  Sport,  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation.  The  mandate  of  the  new 
Foundation  is  to  honour  the  trust  of  Albertans  and  contribute  to  enhanced  community  based  and  directed  lifestyles  and 
legacies.  While  the  focus  and  mission  of  the  Foundation  remain  on  sport,  recreation,  parks  and  wildlife,  the  challenge  is  to 
explore  and  apply  innovative  business  approaches  in  a changing  economic  climate.  To  meet  that  challenge,  this  Foundation, 
through  its  Three-Year  Plan,  established  seven  goals  which  are  applicable  to  both  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  and  the 
Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  for  1993-94.  The  seven  goals  are: 

Goal  One:  To  promote  the  value,  benefits  and  history  of  sport,  recreation,  parks  and  wildlife  in  Alberta.  Actuality:  Together 
the  Alberta  Sport  Council  and  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  provided  financial  support  to  over  1 00  provincial 
sport  and  recreation  associations  which  in  turn  assisted  more  than  1 .5  million  Albertans. 

Goal  Two:  To  seek  financial  contributions,  services,  land  and  other  resources  from  individuals,  organizations,  businesses 
and  government  for  the  advancement  of  sport,  recreation,  parks  and  wildlife  in  Alberta.  Actuality:  While  the  Alberta  Sport 
Council  received  $9,485  million  from  the  Alberta  Lottery  Fund  and  $1 69,500  from  the  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Arts,  it  also 
received  $1 .986  million  in  donations,  $21 2,872  in  investment  income  and  $200,567  from  other  sources.  While  the  Recreation, 
Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  received  $5.4  million  from  the  Alberta  Lottery  Fund,  it  also  received  $1 88,702  from  investment 
income,  $109,515  in  land  donations,  $33,905  in  cash  donations  and  $24,790  in  project  revenues. 

Goal  Three:  To  encourage  the  development,  maintenance,  enhancement  and  delivery  of  sport  programs,  facilities  and 
services.  Actuality:  In  addition  to  absorbing  $1.6  million  worth  of  additional  programs,  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  spent 
$1 0,601 ,376  to  deliver  technical  development  programs  and  $2,402,452  for  Alberta  games  and  zone  development  programs. 
As  well,  plans  were  made  for  the  new  Alberta  Sport,  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  to  take  over  management  of 
the  Percy  Page  Centre  in  Edmonton  on  April  1,  1994. 

Goal  Four:  To  encourage  the  development,  maintenance,  enhancement  and  delivery  of  recreation  programs,  facilities  and 
services.  Actuality:  The  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  awarded  $4,849  million  worth  of  grants. 

Goal  Five:  To  encourage  the  preservation  and  public  use  of  natural  environments,  park  programs,  facilities  and  services. 
Actuality:  To  that  end,  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  operated  these  initiatives:  Quarterly  Grant  Program, 
Annual  Association  Enrichment  Program,  Youth  In  Action  and  Park  Ventures. 

Goal  Six:  To  encourage  the  preservation  and  enhance  the  management  and  conservation  of  fish  and  wildlife  and  their 
habitat.  Actuality:  To  that  end,  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  operated  the  Quarterly  Grant  Program,  Annual 
Association  Enrichment  Program,  Youth  In  Action  and  Park  Ventures  initiatives. 

Goal  Seven:  To  encourage  the  development,  maintenance,  enhancement  and  delivery  of  health  related  fitness  and  active 
lifestyle  programs,  facilities  and  services.  Actuality:  In  addition  to  operating  the  Rick  Hansen  Centre,  the  Alberta  Recreation, 
Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  worked  in  partnership  with  the  following  Active  Lifestyles  programs  and  projects:  Quarterly 
Community  Active  Lifestyles  Grant  Program,  Safety  in  the  Play  space,  The  Alberta  Centre  for  Well-Being,  The  Alberta  Fitness 
Leadership  Certification  Association,  The  Be-Fit-For-Life  Network,  The  Fitness  Appraisal  Certification  and  Accreditation 
Program,  Project  Apex,  Schools  Come  Alive  and  The  Wilbury  Gang  Project. 

The  four  targets,  established  in  the  Three-Year  Plan,  are:  One:  Previously  separate  Boards  have  been  combined  to  form 
a single  Interim  Board  (28  members  reduced  to  1 0)  for  a savings  of  $30,000.  Actuality:  In  fact,  there  was  a savings  of  $39,356. 
Two:  The  new  Foundation  has  downsized  by  five  positions  resulting  in  an  estimated  net  savings  of  $100,000.  Actuality:  In 
fact,  there  was  a downsizing  of  5.5  positions  for  a savings  of  $106,127.  Three:  $1.9  million  in  grants  previously  funded  from 
general  Community  Development  revenue  sources  was  absorbed.  Actuality:  These  amounts  represented  base  level  funding 
to  associations  together  with  some  hosting  initiatives  and  additional  support  to  interprovincial  games.  Four:  Public  forums 
utilized  in  the  restructuring  of  the  new  Foundation  were  covered  by  a corporate  sponsor.  Actuality:  There  were  one  dozen 
forums,  with  no  honorariums  and  minimal  costs.  All  expenses  were  covered  by  The  Simmons  Group  Inc.  of  Calgary.

Sir: 

When  I look  back  on  the  past  ten  years  of  outstanding  achievements,  I know  the  Alberta  Sport  Council 
helped  make  this  province  a national  leader  in  amateur  sport  programs  and  competitions.  We  provided 
funding  and  program  assistance  to  scores  of  provincial  sport  associations.  Our  guiding  premise  was  that  if 
Albertans  have  the  talent,  desire  and  ability  to  succeed  in  sport,  they  should  have  the  opportunity.  To  that  end, 
we  provided  Alberta  Summer  Games  and  Alberta  Winter  Games  for  tens  of  thousands  of  this  province’s  finest 
developing  athletes,  as  well  as  Alberta  Seniors  Games  for  those  55  years  of  age  and  over. 

The  Alberta  Sport  Council’s  strength  has  always  been  the  great  abundance  of  volunteers,  administrators, 
coaches,  officials  and  athletes  who  make  amateur  sport  so  vital  in  Alberta. 

I know  Chuck  Moser,  who  has  been  Executive  Director  of  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  for 
14  of  its  18  year  history,  feels  the  same  way  about  the  many  volunteers  associated  with  RPW.  He  is  especially 
proud  of  the  following  Foundation  accomplishments: 

* The  Foundation  kept  its  overhead  low  so  that  all  the  donated  funds  went  back  to  the  people  of  Alberta.  It  operated 
on  the  interest  earned  from  the  principal  and  that  way  dispersed  100%  of  the  donations. 

* Services  went  to  every  corner  of  the  province,  with  a strong  emphasis  on  rural  Alberta.  All  Albertans  received 
benefits. 

* The  Foundation  had  a dedicated  and  active  Board  of  Directors,  thereby  keeping  the  staff  number  at  a low  level. 

* Park  Ventures  continued  to  foster  legacies  by  responding  to  the  wishes  of  private  and  corporate  citizens  to 
protect  land  for  future  generations.  Park  Ventures  funded  initiatives  that  enhanced  and  preserved  these  special 
places. 

* Active  Lifestyles  helped  emphasize  the  benefits  of  a healthy  and  active  way  of  life,  which,  in  turn,  reduces  health 
care  costs. 

* The  Youth  programs  have  been  a catalyst  for  a dynamic  youth  leadership  network  throughout  the  province.  In 
addition,  every  school  in  Alberta  received  printed  resources  in  support  of  Alberta  youth  becoming  the 
custodians  and  stewards  of  our  natural  heritage. 

Without  a doubt,  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  and  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  have  made 
tremendous  contributions  to  the  quality  of  life  in  this  province.  The  new  Alberta  Sport,  Recreation,  Parks  and 
Wildlife  Foundation  will  continue  to  foster  all  these  initiatives.

The  Alberta  Sport  Council  came  into  being  on  April 
1,  1984  as  a non-profit,  provincial  Crown  corporation 
with  the  mandate  to  enhance  sport  for  all  Albertans. 
Through  corporate  donations  and  lottery  funding,  the 
Council  manages  and  assists  in  the  implementation  of 
programs  that  will  maximize  the  participation  and  per- 
formance of  Albertans  in  sport.  No  other  organization 
like  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  exists  in  Canada. 

The  Council’s  partners  include:  Alberta  Community 
Development  — Recreation  Division,  the  Alberta  Gov- 
ernment through  its  support  from  Alberta  Lotteries,  79 
provincial  sport  associations,  the  business  community, 
municipalities,  educational  institutes,  athletes,  coaches, 
officials,  media  and  thousands  of  dedicated  volunteers. 

The  Council  operates  underthe  guiding  premisethat 
if  Albertans  have  the  desire  and  talent  to  succeed  in 
sport  they  should  have  the  opportunity.  To  fulfil  that 
commitment,  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  has  adopted 
five  primary  objectives: 

1.  To  promote  and  assist  in  the  organization  of  Zone 
and  Alberta  Games. 

2.  To  distribute  Alberta  lottery  proceeds  dedicated  for 
sport  in  a fair  and  equitable  manner  for  the  benefit  of 
all  Albertans. 

3.  To  solicit  financial  contributions,  services  and  other 
resources  from  individuals,  organizations,  busi- 


nesses and  corporations  for  the  advancement  of 
sport  in  Alberta. 

4.  To  encourage  the  development  of  programs  and 
sen/ices  for  coaches,  officials  and  athletes  at  all 
levels  of  ability. 

5.  To  work  in  cooperation  with,  and  in  support  of, 
provincial  sport  associations,  communities,  educa- 
tional institutes  and  other  sport-related  agencies. 


The  Council’s  six  core  beliefs  are: 

* All  Albertans  should  have  the  opportunity  to  partici- 

pate in  an  activity  of  their  choice. 

* The  volunteer  is  the  cornerstone  of  sport  development 

in  Alberta. 

* Those  with  the  heart,  ability  and  desire  should  be 

given  the  opportunities  to  achieve  their  full  potential. 

* The  physical  and  mental  well-being  of  the  participant 

must  be  the  central  focus,  resulting  in  fair  play  and 
ethics  in  sport. 

* Sport  in  Alberta  can  be  developed  and  operated  in  an 

efficient  and  effective  manner. 

* Sport  is  a shared  responsibility,  involving  all  Albertans 

in  a spirit  of  partnership  and  mutual  respect.

Alberta  Summer  and  Winter  Games 

Athletes  qualify  for  Alberta  Games  through  playoffs 
or  Zone  Games  in  each  of  the  Alberta  Sport  Council’s 
eight  provincial  zones.  Summer  Games  are  held  during 
odd-numbered  years  and  Winter  Games  during  even- 
numbered  years.  Each  Alberta  Games  host  community 
receives  a $350,000  operating  and  cultural  grant  from 
the  Alberta  Sport  Council.  The  communities  of  Stony 
Plain,  Spruce  Grove  and  the  County  of  Parkland  will 
host  the  1 995  Alberta  Summer  Games  on  July  27  - 30. 

Highlights  of  the  1993  Alberta  Summer  Games 

* Held  August  5 - 8 in  Wetaskiwin. 

* The  theme  was  “Catch  the  Emotion”  and  everyone 
involved  as  a volunteer,  athlete,  sponsor  or  spectator 
was  enthralled. 

* These  Games  included  16  sports,  involving  2,344 
Alberta  Class  participants,  two  Host  Class  sports  (div- 
ing and  wheelchair  basketball)  as  well  as  an  outstand- 
ing cultural  festival. 

* A new  track  and  two  baseball  diamonds  were  con- 
structed, thanks  to  the  efforts  of  local  service  clubs. 

* The  1993  Blue  Flame  Torch  Relay  began  in  Stettler, 
host  of  the  1 991  Alberta  SummerGames,  and  included 
165  runners  and  numerous  sponsors. 

* The  1993  Alberta  Summer  Games  were  very  suc- 
cessful financially,  with  surplus  funds  used  to  assist 
various  community  organizations  and  projects. 

Highlights  of  the  1994  Alberta  Winter  Games 

* Held  March  3 - 6 in  St.  Albert. 

* Chairman  Bill  Hole,  the  Board  of  Directors,  volun- 
teers, sponsors,  school  boards  and  the  City  of  St.  Albert 
staged  a tremendous  Winter  Games. 

* 2,134  athletes,  coaches  and  sport  officials  from 
throughout  Alberta  participated  in  21  sports.  Female 
hockey,  fencing  and  karate  were  included  for  the  first 
time,  while  archery  moved  from  the  Summer  Games  to 
indoor  archery  in  St.  Albert. 

* The  stately  St.  Albert  Place  proved  to  be  a great 
backdrop  for  the  Opening  Ceremonies  and  the  Battle  of 
the  Bands. 

* The  Food  Centre  was  the  largest  ever  at  a Winter 
Games,  with  capacity  to  seat  1 ,400  at  any  one  time. 

* A night  of  fun  for  participants  was  a trip  to  West 
Edmonton  Mall,  which  was  very  well  received. 

* The  culmination  of  two  years  of  work  ended  when 
more  than  4,000  volunteers  attended  an  appreciation 
evening  called  “Sparkle’s  Volunteer  Salute.” 


Alberta  Seniors  Games 

The  Seniors  Games,  held  every  even-numbered 
year,  are  open  to  participants  over  55  years  of  age.  The 
1 994  Alberta  Seniors  Games  will  be  held  August  9-12 
in  Lacombe. 


Sport  Outreach  Training  Scholarships 

The  Council’s  scholarship  program  offers  financial 
assistance  to  hundreds  of  athletes  attending  approved 
live-in  sport  camps  within  Alberta.  The  amount  of  the 
scholarship  depends  on  the  cost  of  the  camp  and  the 
financial  need  of  the  athlete. 

* 1,300  participants  from  178  municipalities  received 
scholarships. 

* 31  sports  participated  in  the  program. 

* 1 06  different  sport  camps  received  approval  for  Sport 
Outreach  Training  Scholarships. 

* A total  of  $123,000  was  allocated. 

Local  Sport  Development  Projects 

Through  this  program,  local  sport  groups  can  apply 
to  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  for  funding  towards  equip- 
ment purchases,  coaching  services  and  other  worth- 
while projects.  During  1993-94,  502  applications  for 
Local  Sport  Development  Projects  were  approved  fora 
total  of  $1,134,820. 

Examples: 

Zone  1 — The  Bodywaves  Rhythmic  Gymnastics  Club 
of  Lethbridge  received  $7,500  towards  the  purchase  of 
a rhythmic  gymnastics  floor  mat. 

Zone  2 — The  Siksika  Nation  Minor  Ball  Association  of 
Gleichen  received  $5,000  towards  the  purchase  of  a 
pitching  machine,  portable  batting  cage  and  protective 
screens  for  the  minor  ball  program. 

Zone  3 — The  Calgary  Track  Council  received  $1 2,1 50 
towards  the  purchase  of  a fully  automatic  race  timing 
system. 

Zone  4 — The  Howard  Buffalo  Memorial  Centre  at 
Hobbema  received  $1 ,500  towards  the  purchase  of 
track  and  field  equipment. 

Zone  5 — The  Lome  Akins  “Crush"  Wrestling  Team  of 
St.  Albert  received  $3,500  towards  the  purchase  of  a 
wrestling  mat. 

Zone  6 The  Mayfield  Figure  Skating  Club  of  Edmon- 
ton received  $1 ,800  towards  the  purchase  of  a jump 
harness  for  figure  skating  training. 

Zone  7 — Conrad  “Tigger”  Johnson  of  Lloydminster 
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received  $650  towards  training  costs  for  cerebral  palsy 
sports. 

Zone  8 — The  Wolverines  Wheelchair  Basketball  So- 
ciety of  Grande  Prairie  received  $7,500  towards  the 
purchase  of  junior  sized  sport  wheelchairs. 


Innovative  Projects 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  support  selected 
sport  development  activities  at  the  provincial  level  and 
to  respond  to  the  needs  of  provincial  sport  associations 
which  may  arise  throughout  the  year. 

Example: 

* Squash  Alberta  received  $2,500  for  a portable  squash 
court  to  be  used  for  Sport  Outreach  clinics  throughout 
the  province. 


Athlete  Development 

Alberta  Sport  Council  programs  encourage  those 
participants  who  have  the  talent  and  desire  to  pursue 
their  maximum  potential  in  their  chosen  sports.  Fund- 
ing is  provided  for  talent  identification,  training  and 
competition  opportunities  for  our  developing  and  high 
performance  athletes.  This  year  $1 .4  million  of  lottery 
funding  was  used  by  the  provincial  sport  associations 
for  development  of  Alberta’s  athletes. 


Leadership  Development 

Strong  leadership  provides  the  basis  for  successful 
athlete  and  sport  development.  Every  provincial  sport 
association  received  support  in  order  to  provide  their 
coaches  and  officials  with  opportunities  to  upgrade  and 
expand  their  programming  and  technical  skills.  This 
year  $1 .9  million  of  lottery  funding  was  provided  to 
provincial  sport  associations. 


National  Coaching  Certification 
Program  (NCCP) 

This  program,  developed  by  the  Coaching  Associa- 
tion of  Canada  (CAC),  is  designed  to  train  and  educate 
coaches.  It  provides  coaches  at  all  levels  with  a sys- 
tematic way  to  improve  their  knowledge  and  skills  in  the 
theoretical,  technical  and  practical  aspects  of  coach- 
ing. This  year  the  following  theory  courses  were  con- 
ducted in  Alberta  with  outstanding  attendance: 

* Level  1 Theory  — 89  courses,  2,010  participants. 

* Level  2 Theory  — 44  courses,  1 ,000  participants. 

* Level  3 Theory  — 17  courses,  240  participants. 


Hiring  Professional  Technical  Staff 

Through  this  program,  support  funding  is  provided  to 
provincial  sport  associations  for  hiring  technical  ex- 
perts in  their  sports.  A total  of  85  individuals  were 
supported  in  employment  as  technical  directors,  pro- 
gram directors/coordinators  and  provincial  coaches. 


Canada  Games  Enrichment 

Support  was  provided  to  22  associations  to  prepare 
athletes  and  coaches  in  the  third  year  of  a four-year 
cycle  leading  up  to  the  1 995  Canada  Winter  Games  in 
Grande  Prairie. 


Alberta  Athlete  Development  Program 

This  program  provides  financial  assistance  to  Alber- 
ta’s top  high  performance  athletes  as  selected  by  their 
provincial  sport  associations.  It  is  designed  to  assist 
these  athletes  in  achieving  national  ranking  by  helping 
to  offset  personal  costs  while  training  and  competing. 
A two-level  carding  system  is  in  place  (Gold:  $1 ,200 
and  Silver:  $750)  to  help  assist  these  athletes. 

* Support  was  provided  to  59  sports  that  identified  a 
total  of  867  high  performance  athletes. 


Sport  Training  Centres 

This  program  provides  financial  assistance  to  pro- 
vincial sport  associations  to  help  establish  provincial, 
regional  and  national  training  centres  in  Alberta. 

* The  Alberta  Sport  Council  supported  and  provided 
funding  to  five  centres  during  1 993-94.  These  centres 
allowed  national  and  provincial  level  athletes  and 
coaches  to  train  in  the  best  possible  environments.  The 
training  centres  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  Alberta 
athletes  to  meet  national  team  members. 

* Three  national  team  training  centres  were  supported 
in  the  sports  of  badminton,  hockey  and  volleyball.  At  the 
Western  Canadian  regional  level,  a soccer  centre  was 
supported  in  Edmonton.  Two  track  and  field  provincial 
level  centres  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary  were  also 
supported. 
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Opportunities  for  the  Development 
of  Athletes  With  Disabilities 

This  program  provides  financial  assistance  for  the 
encouragement,  development  and  promotion  of  ath- 
letes with  disabilities. 

Examples  of  projects  funded  during  1993-94  in- 
cluded: 

* Financial  assistance  provided  to  send  three  athletes 
to  Paralympic  Games  in  Norway. 

* Purchase  of  two  racing  wheelchairs. 

* Purchase  of  junior  wheelchairs  to  be  used  around  the 
province. 

Zone  Activities 

The  Second  Annual  Zone  1 “Sport  Event”  was  held 
on  September  29  with  Bill  Walton,  a basketball  legend, 
and  Wally  Buono,  Coach  and  General  Manager  of  the 
Calgary  Stampeders,  as  guest  speakers  at  an  evening 
banquet  attended  by  200.  Money  raised  from  this  event 
went  to  underprivileged  youth , enabling  them  to  partici- 
pate in  sport.  At  the  same  time,  the  Community  Sport 
Administrators  Award  as  well  as  the  Alberta  Sport 
Council  athletic  awards  and  scholarships  were  pre- 
sented. Earlier  in  the  day,  Walton  spoke  to  about  900 
students,  teachers,  coaches  and  administrators  from 
five  different  schools  about  the  importance  of  sport  and 
education. 

In  Zone  2 the  Big  Country  Games,  July  9-11,1 993 
in  Hanna,  attracted  750  participants  in  1 2 Alberta  Class 
and  nine  Host  Class  events.  There  were  about  1 ,500 
spectators  at  the  sold-out  Opening  Ceremonies.  More 
than  300  volunteers  helped  organize  the  Games,  while 
50  participants  took  part  in  a local  torch  relay.  More  than 
500  young  athletes  participated  in  the  independent 
Zone  2 playoffs,  held  in  January  and  early  February, 
1994. 

A Local  Sport  Development  luncheon  was  held 
March  1 9 in  Canmore  where  1 2 sport  groups  in  the  Bow 
Corridor  were  recognized  fortheir  Junior  Development 
Programs.  In  addition,  two  local  athletes  were  hon- 
oured for  their  achievements  at  the  1994  Alberta  Winter 
Games,  while  another  young  athlete  was  recognized 
for  his  accomplishments  in  track  and  field.  A repre- 
sentative of  Alberta  T reasury  Branches  was  present  to 
explain  the  company’s  involvement  with  amateur  sport 
at  the  local  level  through  the  Alberta  Sport  Council. 

The  Olympic  Volunteer  Centre  was  the  site  of  the 
Zone  3 Local  Sport  Development  luncheon  on  October 
21,1 993.  At  that  time,  grant  recipients  were  recognized 
and  Alberta  Sport  Council  sponsors  presented  cheques. 


Zone  3 athletes  at  the  Alberta  Winter  Games  in  St. 
Albert  were  the  proud  winners  of  the  Alberta  Lotteries 
Cup,  which  is  awarded  to  the  Zone  with  the  most  medal 
points  during  the  Games. 

The  1993  Central  Alberta  Summer  Games,  hosted 
by  Stettler,  were  very  successful  as  were  the  1994 
Central  Alberta  Winter  Games  at  Sylvan  Lake.  These 
were  the  first  Zone  Winter  Games  for  Zone  4 and  they 
attracted  more  1,100  participants  in  22  sports. 

The  Town  and  County  of  Barrhead  hosted  a very 
successful  Zone  5 Summer  Games  on  July  9-11,1 993 
when  1,323  athletes  participated  in  12  Alberta  Class 
sports.  The  Zone  5 team,  which  numbered  308,  col- 
lected the  most  medals  to  win  the  Alberta  Lotteries 
Cup. 

In  Zone  6,  the  month  of  March  (1994)  was  once 
again  declared  “Coaching  Education  Month.”  The  Al- 
berta Sport  Council,  in  keeping  with  a commitment  to 
help  upgrade  coaching  skills  in  Edmonton,  coordinated 
the  provision  of  eight  educational  opportunities  and 
1 79  coaches  attended  these  sessions. 

On  March  26,  1994  a Local  Sport  Development 
luncheon  attracted  1 30  people  who  were  treated  to  an 
uplifting  talk  by  University  of  Alberta  hockey  coach,  Bill 
Moores.  This  luncheon  was  an  appropriate  way  to  wrap 
up  “Coaching  Education  Month.”  Twelve  Zone  6 Local 
Sport  Development  Grant  recipients  were  recognized 
during  the  luncheon  which  involved  Amoco  Petroleum 
and  Alberta  Treasury  Branches,  two  Alberta  Sport 
Council  sponsors.  Two  Edmonton  AADP  athletes  were 
also  recognized.  The  Investors  Group  and  the  Coach- 
ing Association  of  Canada  teamed  up  to  honour  Shirley 
Rains,  a local  sport  administrator. 

In  Zone  7 Vermilion  moved  to  the  forefront  of  sport 
development  in  1993-94.  In  April,  Vermilion  served  as 
the  site  for  a sport  recognition  luncheon  featuring  the 
talents  of  five  local  young  athletes  who  had  received 
Alberta  Athlete  Development  Program  funding;  eight 
local  sport  clubs  were  recognized  for  the  heights  they 
had  achieved  via  this  program;  one  long-time  local  and 
provincial  hockey  volunteer  was  acclaimed,  while  one 
local  club  was  awarded  for  placing  two  athletes  on 
national  teams  and  another  two  on  provincial  teams. 

Zone  7 also  came  off  its  best  ever  Zone  Winter 
Games,  hosted  by  Vermilion/Mannville  in  February, 
1994.  A record  number  of  individual  athletes  (1,807) 
and  volunteers  (753)  took  part  in  over  40  different  sport 
and  cultural  events. 

The  Northwest  Alberta  Winter  Games  in  Fairview, 
February  4-6,  attracted  1,162  participants  from  74 
communities.  These  figures  were  the  best-ever  for  this 
Zone  8,  grassroots  Zone  Games,  which  were  first 
established  in  1 987.  There  were  1 ,1 80  participants  at 
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the  Northwest  Alberta  Summer  Games  in  Peace  River, 
July  9-1 1 , with  an  equal  split  between  Alberta  class, 
host  class  and  seniors  events. 

Focus  North,  an  Arctic  Winter  Games  awareness 
project,  assisted  Slave  Lake,  host  of  the  1994  Arctic 
Winter  Games,  in  the  promotion  of  athlete  and  specta- 
tor opportunities.  This  was  the  first  time  these  Games, 
which  were  highly  successful,  were  hosted  by  an  Al- 
berta community.  The  Alberta  Sport  Council,  through 
the  Zone  8 Committee,  provided  $40,000  to  assist 
Focus  North. 

The  one-year  countdown  to  the  Canada  Winter 
Games,  which  will  be  hosted  by  Grande  Prairie/Jasper 
on  February  1 9 - March  4, 1 995,  took  place  on  February 
19,  1994.  The  Honourable  Gary  Mar  was  in  Grande 
Prairie  to  take  in  the  countdown  celebrations  and  to 
recognize  Curtis  Andreotti,  an  Alberta  volleyball  ath- 
lete, who  won  the  Roland  Michener  Award,  which  is 
presented  to  a student  who  best  combines  athletic 
ability  and  academic  excellence.  The  Alberta  Sport 
Council  has  supported  many  Canada  Games  test 
events,  including  the  CCAA  National  Badminton  Cham- 
pionships, Western  Canadian  Gymnastics  Champion- 
ships, Alberta  Weightlifting  Championships  and  the 
Alberta  Fencing  Championships. 


Hosting  Program 

Financial  support  is  provided  to  groups  hosting 
major  championships  and  sporting  events.  Many  ben- 
efits accrue  to  a community,  such  as  a legacy  of  human 
resources,  new  and  upgraded  facilities  and  long-last- 
ing community  spirit. 

During  1 993-94,  the  Council  supported  a total  of  57 
events:  7 international  competitions,  38  Canadian  cham- 
pionships and  12  Western  Canadian  championships. 


Fund-raising 

One  of  the  Council’s  major  priorities  is  the  develop- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a stable,  diverse  and  flexible 
base  of  financial  support  for  sport.  The  Sport  Marketing 
Division  coordinates  the  fund-raising  function  — from 
corporate  donations  to  planned  giving. 

The  Council’s  major  source  of  funding  is  the  Alberta 
Lottery  Fund.  It  provides  approximately  80  per  cent  of 
the  Council’s  support.  As  well,  strategies  have  been 
designed  to  foster  long-term,  mutually  beneficial  part- 
nerships between  Alberta’s  business  community  and 
amateur  sport.  For  example,  corporate  sponsors  pro- 
vided over  $440,000  in  support  to  Alberta  Sport  Council 
programs  in  1 993-94.

* Local  Sport  Development  funding  allocations,  schol- 
arship recipients  and  upcoming  events  information 
were  also  provided  to  provincial  government  repre- 
sentatives. 

*The  Alberta  College  of  Art  Public  Advertising  Program 
in  Calgary  provided  provincial  sport  associations  with 
artwork  for  event  promotions  and  agency  identification 
purposes. 

* Promotional  packages  were  produced  for  the  1993 
Alberta  Summer  Games  and  1994  Alberta  Winter 
Games.  The  packages  consisted  of  posters,  brochures 
and  rule  books.  Many  were  distributed  to  community 
centres,  recreation  boards,  municipalities,  sport  facili- 
ties, tourism  and  information  centres,  Alberta  Treasury 
Branches  and  Alberta  Lotteries  retailers.

NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

March  31,  1994 

Note  1 

Authority 

The  Alberta  Sport  Council  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  Alberta  Sport  Council  Act,  Chapter  A-37.5, 
Statutes  of  Alberta  1983,  as  a Crown  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  enhancement  of  sport  for  all  Albertans. 
The  Council  is  not  taxable  under  the  Income  Tax  Act  of  Canada. 

On  February  15,  1994,  the  Government  introduced  a bill  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Alberta  under  which 
the  Alberta  Sport  Council  will  cease  to  exist  and  its  assets,  liabilities,  rights  and  obligations  will  vest  in  a newly 
established  Alberta  Sport,  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation. 


Note  2 

Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  Reporting  Practices 

Revenue  and  Expenditure 

Transactions  are  grouped,  for  accounting  and  reporting  purposes,  into  funds  in  accordance  with  specified 
activities  or  objectives.  These  funds  are  described  as  follows: 

— The  operating  fund  accounts  for  revenue  and  expenditure  associated  with  the  primary  activities  of  the 
Council. 

— The  endowment  fund  accounts  for  contributions  received  under  various  agreements  with  sponsors  and/or 
matching  funds  provided  by  the  Council.  Interest  earned  on  the  endowments  can  be  used  to  fund  athletes 
and  athletic  activities. 

— The  restricted  fund  accounts  for  contributions  received  for  which  donors  have  imposed  conditions  on  how 
the  funds  are  to  be  used. 

Grants  Payable 

Liabilities  are  recorded  for  grants  payable  only  when  all  the  conditions  required  to  qualify  for  the  grants  have 
been  met  by  the  grant  recipients. 

Capital  Assets

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RECREATION,  PARKS  AND  WILDLIFE  FOUNDATION 

Overview 

The  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  is  an  autonomous  agency  created  by  provincial  legislation  in  1976.  The 
Foundation  has  two  main  objectives:  (1)  It  provides  individuals  and  organizations  with  the  opportunity  to  make  dona- 
tions for  recreation,  parks  or  wildlife  projects  in  Alberta;  and  (2)  It  provides  opportunities  for  funding  for  such  projects. 
In  other  words,  the  Foundation  is  both  the  beneficiary  and  benefactor  since  it  accepts  donations  and  provides  grants. 

The  Foundation  provides  individuals  and  organizations  the  opportunity  to  donate  real  and/or  personal  property  to  be 
used  for  three  purposes:  (1)  The  development  or  enhancement  of  recreational  programs,  services  and  facilities;  (2)  The 
development  or  enhancement  of  parks;  and  (3)  The  management,  conservation  or  preservation  of  fish  and  wildlife.  At 
the  same  time,  the  Foundation  can  allocate  grants  to  any  individual  or  organization  for  projects  that  fall  within  these 
objectives. 

Since  1979,  the  Foundation  has  received  revenue  from  Alberta  Lotteries  so  this,  combined  with  private  donations,  has 
greatly  enhanced  its  ability  to  fulfil  its  mandate.  As  a provincial  Crown  corporation,  most  donations,  bequests  and  gifts 
made  to  the  Foundation  qualify  for  the  maximum  benefit  under  federal  income  tax  legislation.  This  means  the  Recrea- 
tion, Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  is  a catalyst,  transforming  donations  and  revenue  into  worthwhile  projects  which 
benefit  the  people  of  Alberta  in  a great  variety  of  ways. 


Board  of  Directors 

The  Board  of  Directors,  which  consists  of  up  to  12  members,  is  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  for  a 
period  of  three  years.  Each  member,  although  employed  in  a career  not  usually  connected  with  the  Foundation’s  work,  is 
nominated  on  the  basis  of  his  or  her  extensive  volunteer  time,  knowledge  and  experience  with  community-based  recrea- 
tion, parks  or  wildlife  programs.  The  Board  members  draw  upon  their  knowledge  and  experience  to  set  strategic  direc- 
tion, to  oversee  the  funding  decisions  provided  to  various  projects  and  to  initiate  partnership  projects.

The  Foundation’s  Activities 

During  the  1993-94  fiscal  year,  the  Foundation  provided  grant  assistance  through  five  programs  — Quarterly  Grant 
Program,  Annual  Association  Enrichment  Program,  Youth  In  Action,  Active  Lifestyles  and  Park  Ventures.  To  operate 
the  Park  Ventures  and  Active  Lifestyles  programs,  the  Foundation  received  support  from  Alberta  Environmental  Protec- 
tion and  Alberta  Community  Development. 

The  Foundation  operates  without  any  tax  dollar  subsidies  and  assures  its  donors  that  their  entire  contributions  go  to 
supporting  Alberta  projects.  Dedicated  trust  funds  are  managed  by  the  Foundation  to  ensure  optimal  return  on  invest- 
ments. 


Quarterly  Grant  Program 

The  Foundation  accepts  applications  for  grants  four  times  a year  from  individuals,  groups,  municipalities  and  organiza- 
tions. Anyone  is  eligible  to  apply  to  the  Quarterly  Grant  Program  provided  the  project  benefits  Alberta.  Projects  must 
be  associated  with  recreation,  parks  or  wildlife  and  must  complement  and  not  duplicate  other  funding. 

The  Quarterly  Grant  Program  is  a key  program  of  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation.  All  applicants  can 
apply  to  this  program  through  a single  application  format.  This  simple  yet  flexible  process  has  led  to  a wide  variety  of 
creative,  innovative  and  unique  projects  receiving  grant  assistance. 

During  the  1993-94  fiscal  year,  the  Foundation  received  and  reviewed  a large  number  of  grant  applications  for  support. 
Funding  was  awarded  to  worthy  projects  and  initiatives  in  the  amount  of  $4.8  million.  A complete  list  of  all  Quarterly 
Grant  applications  is  detailed  in  the  Appendix. 
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Annual  Association  Enrichment  Program 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  provide,  on  an  annual  basis,  special  program  enrichment  to  provincially  recognized 
recreation,  parks  and  wildlife  associations  in  support  of  new  initiatives.  By  funding  innovative  new  programs,  the 
Foundation  aims  to  help  associations  strengthen  and  grow  to  offer  better,  more  varied  recreation  and  conservation 
opportunities  to  Albertans. 

Youth  In  Action  Program 

The  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  recognizes  that  the  youth  of  today  are  the  recreation  leaders,  park 
naturalists  and  wildlife  conservationists  of  tomorrow.  The  awareness  and  skills  that  these  individuals  gain  at  an  early  age 
will  enhance  their  abilities  for  future  involvement  in  the  province’s  recreation,  parks  and  wildlife  projects.  With  this  in 
mind,  the  Foundation  created  Youth  In  Action,  a special  funding  program  specifically  designed  for  young  Albertans. 

In  order  to  provide  direct  assistance  to  a wide  variety  of  recreation,  parks  and  wildlife  projects,  Youth  In  Action  has  three 
distinct  funding  classes:  Project  Do,  Youth  In  Motion  and  Make  Contact. 

Project  Do,  which  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Foundation’s  Quarterly  Grant  Program,  allows  young  people  to 
exercise  their  creativity  by  providing  assistance  for  unique  and  innovative  projects  that  have  been  developed  for  youth, 
by  youth  or  involve  youth  in  their  planning  and  execution.  The  experience  that  these  young  people  gain  as  a result  of 
their  involvement  in  these  projects  is  immeasurable.  For  example,  it  is  the  youth  not  the  adults,  who  set  up  bank  ac- 
counts, authorize  expenditures,  organize  work  schedules  and  solve  the  day-to-day  problems.  Instead  of  having  programs 
and  facilities  organized  for  them,  these  youth  are  learning  to  be  their  own  originators,  planners  and  operators. 

Youth  In  Motion  is  a travel  subsidy  available  to  youth  groups  who  wish  to  travel  to  unique  recreation,  parks  or  wildlife 
opportunities  within  Alberta.  A few  examples  include  environmental  field  trips,  leadership  camps  and  visiting  natural 
heritage  museums.  By  personally  witnessing  Alberta’s  diverse  recreation,  parks  and  wildlife  experiences,  it  is  hoped  that 
youth  will  gain  a better  appreciation  of,  and  interest  in,  sustaining  these  opportunities  for  future  generations  to  enjoy. 

While  Make  Contact  is  not  a grant  program,  it  is  an  effort  to  provide  young  Albertans  with  the  best  possible  leadership 
development  opportunities.  Through  a series  of  regional  programs,  Make  Contact  makes  available  a variety  of  high 
quality  leadership  development  models  for  the  youth  in  this  province.  Each  year  Make  Contact  takes  on  a new  identity, 
depending  on  the  greatest  need.  In  1993-94,  a series  of  provincial  workshops  was  undertaken  to  determine  the  state  of 
youth  needs  in  Alberta  today.  A second  purpose  of  these  seminars  is  to  create  inter-agency  networking  amongst  the 
participants. 

Active  Lifestyles  Program 

The  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  recognizes  that  the  potential  of  recreation  is  immense  in  promoting 
health  and  fitness.  Established  in  1988,  the  Active  Lifestyles  Program  encourages  partnerships  with  the  private  and 
public  sectors.  The  three  main  objectives  of  this  program  are:  (1)  To  provide  Albertans  with  the  awareness  and  skills  to 
make  positive  lifestyle  choices;  (2)  To  use  environments  such  as  the  workplace,  family  homes  as  well  as  community  and 
educational  institutions,  parks  and  open  spaces  to  promote  positive  lifestyle  choices  to  Albertans;  and  (3)  To  provide 
Albertans  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  special  projects  leading  to  positive  lifestyle  choices.  The  Active  Lifestyles 
Program  provides  funding  for  ongoing  projects  and  one-time  only  projects  supported  by  the  Foundation’s  Quarterly 
Grant  Program. 

The  Foundation  works  in  partnership  with  the  following  Active  Lifestyles  programs  and  projects. 

(A)  Quarterly  Community  Active  Lifestyles  Grant  Program  — Designed  to  encourage  local  communities  to  provide  a 
greater  awareness  and  support  of  family  oriented  community  active  lifestyle  opportunities. 

(B)  Safety  in  the  Play  space  — An  educational  poster  series,  in  partnership  with  Alberta  Education,  promoting  safe 
active  lifestyle  activities. 

(C)  The  Alberta  Centre  for  Well-Being  — A partnership  with  Alberta’s  three  universities  and  committed  to  enhancing 
the  health  and  well-being  of  Albertans  by  providing  leadership  and  creating  educational,  research  and  networking 
opportunities  for  well-being  professionals  and  volunteers. 
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(D)  The  Alberta  Fitness  Leadership  Certification  Association  — Facilitates  the  training  and  certification  of  fitness 
leaders  and  trainers  in  Alberta. 

(E)  The  Be-Fit-For-Life  Network  — A provincial  network  of  eight  centres  that  develops,  coordinates  and  delivers  fitness 
and  active  lifestyle  programs  and  services  to  meet  the  unique  needs  of  urban  and  rural  Alberta  communities. 

(F) The  Fitness  Appraisal  Certification  and  Accreditation  Program  — Provides  a standard  for  quality  fitness  appraisals 
and  physical  activity  counselling  through  the  education  and  training  of  fitness  appraisers  and  the  accreditation  of  fitness 
appraisal  centres. 

(G)  Project  Apex  — An  educational  nutrition  and  fitness  program  for  grade  five  students,  developed  in  partnership  with 
and  delivered  by  the  Dairy  Nutrition  Council  of  Alberta. 

(H)  Schools  Come  Alive  — A project,  developed  in  conjunction  with  the  Alberta  Health  and  Physical  Education  Coun- 
cil, designed  to  increase  awareness  and  to  inform  the  students  and  teachers  of  the  concept  of  Active  Living  in  Alberta 
schools. 

(I)  The  Wilbury  Gang  Project  — A preschool  leisure  education  project  developed  in  partnership  with  Alberta  Commu- 
nity Development  and  Calgary  Parks  & Recreation. 

Park  Ventures  Program 

Park  Ventures  responds  to  the  wishes  of  private  and  corporate  citizens  to  protect  land  for  future  generations  and  to  fund 
initiatives  that  enhance  and  preserve  these  special  places.  Through  its  mandate,  the  Foundation  brings  together  landown- 
ers, community  groups,  industry,  government  agencies,  volunteers  and  donors  to  achieve  conservation  goals  while 
meeting  specific  needs  of  communities  and  landowners. 

Parks  Ventures  is  capable  of  accepting  any  donation  relating  to  parks,  wildlife  and  other  natural  heritage.  This  program 
enters  into  joint  ventures  such  as  the  production  and  distribution  of  educational  materials  (books  and  films),  supporting 
research  and  other  partnership  endeavours. 

As  a land  trust.  Park  Ventures  is  part  of  a worldwide  network  of  charitable  organizations  which  aim  to  acquire  land  and 
act  as  custodians  and  stewards  of  land  with  natural  heritage,  recreational,  educational,  scenic  or  productive  value 
depending  on  the  needs  of  the  community  or  region.  With  its  partners,  Park  Ventures  is  building  a “Made  In  Alberta” 
vision  of  private  stewardship  and  public  partnership.  To  date,  $2.9  million,  including  1,500  acres,  has  been  committed 
by  private  citizens  toward  this  vision. 

This  program  has  taken  a lead  role  in  bringing  individuals  and  groups  together  to  protect  and  acquire  special  places. 
Individuals  can  assist  in  fund-raising  and  by  taking  volunteer  roles  in  interpreting  our  natural  heritage.  These  volunteers 
play  a vital  role  in  helping  future  generations  understand  our  dependence  on  the  environment. 

By  enabling  individuals  and  organizations  to  make  donations,  apply  for  grants  or  to  volunteer  in  support  of  projects 
which  enhance  conservation  and  preservation  of  our  natural  heritage,  Park  Ventures  is  providing  Albertans  with  the 
opportunity  to  leave  a lasting  legacy  for  future  generations. 

Our  Volunteers 

In  addition  to  tangible  donations  listed  in  this  report,  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  wishes  to  recognize 
and  thank  the  thousands  of  volunteers  who  have  made  it  possible  for  us  to  be  a partner  in  projects  across  the  province.

NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
March  31, 1994 

Note  1 

Authority 

The  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  operates  under  the  authority  of  the  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife 
Foundation  Act,  Chapter  R-9,  Revised  Starnes  of  Alberta  1980,  as  amended. 

On  February  15,  1994,  the  Government  introduced  a bill  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Alberta  under  which  The 
Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation  will  cease  to  exist  and  its  assets,  liabilities,  rights  and  obligations  will  vest  in 
the  newly  established  Alberta  Sport,  Recreation,  Parks  and  Wildlife  Foundation. 
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Note  2 

Significant  Accounting  Policies 

Revenue  and  Expenditure 

Transactions  are  grouped,  for  accounting  and  reporting  purposes,  into  funds  in  accordance  with  specified  activities  or 
objectives.  These  funds  are  described  as  follows: 

— The  unrestricted  fund  accounts  for  revenue  and  expenditure  associated  with  the  primary  activities  of  the  Foundation. 

— The  restricted  funds  account  for  contributions  received  for  which  donors  have  imposed  conditions  on  how  the  funds 
are  to  be  used.  Included  is  an  endowment,  where  the  principal  amount  remains  intact  until  October  1995.  The  interest 
earned  from  the  fund’s  investment  is  credited  to  the  unrestricted  fund  and  may  only  be  expended  for  direct  services  to 
the  disabled. 

— The  trust  fund  held  a contribution  received  from  the  Lottery  Fund  for  the  Boy  Scouts  World  1994  Organizing 
Committee. 

Capital  Assets 

Purchased  capital  assets  are  recorded  at  cost.  Donated  capital  assets  are  recorded  at  estimated  market  value  at  date  of 
acquisition.  Office  furniture  and  equipment  are  amortized  on  a straight-line  basis  at  rates  of  10%  and  25%  per  annum, 
respectively. 

Grants  Payable 

Grants  are  recorded  as  liabilities  and  expenditure  when  approved  by  the  Foundation  and  all  significant  conditions 
required  to  qualify  for  the  grant  have  been  met  by  the  grant  recipient. 


Note  3 

Cash 

Cash  consists  of  deposits  in  the  Consolidated  Cash  Investment  Trust  Fund  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  Interest  is  earned 
on  the  daily  cash  balance  at  the  average  rate  of  interest  earnings  of  the  Fund.
